Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest a corrugated laminate wherein one sheet is 
corrugated and is impregnated with waterglass containing a high level of additive while 

a second sheet is impregnated with waterglass having a moderate level of additive. 
Moderate and high are defined in the specification on page 5. This is considered to 
exclude both sheets having the same amount of additive. While the ranges of moderate 
and high as defined in the specification overlap, one in the art would not consider the 
same concentration would be considered both moderate and high, and therefore are 
considered not to contain the same amount of additive. While both Bally(U.S. Patent 
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3,419,937) and Vangbo et al.(U.S. Patent 5,423,934) show an apparatus capable of 
forming the laminate, neither suggests the concentration of additive in the separate 
impregnation tanks be different. Vail et al.(U.S. Patent 2,239,358) suggests an additive 
in the range of 6-12% on a sodium silicate adhesive or corrugated boards(Pg. 3, II. 18- 
20), but does not suggest using this material to impregnate the boards. Lock et al. 
suggests varying the amount of additive in a foam which impregnates a corrugated 
board, but the impregnating material impregnates all the layers with the same material, 
the foam(Figure 2), and there is no suggestion of more than one impregnating layer.
